The presence 
or absence of natural immunity can 
be determined by the harmless pro­ 
cedure known as the Schick test. 
“ When natural immunity to the 
disease is lacking, protection can be 
conferred artificially by the adm in­ 
istration of three doses of a specially 
prepared mixture. The family physi­ 
cian is prcirarcd to adm inister this 
prophylactic.

Second, a few physicians delay un­ 
necessarily in administering 
an ’.t- 
toxin. Then too, both parents and 
p h y sic ia n s'fa il to fortify children 
against diphtheria through the ad­ 
m inistration X>t the immunizing mix­ 
ture. 
In directing attention to the neces­ 
sity for combatting diphtheria the 
State Board of Health is utilizing a 
booklet in which the prevention and 
control of the disease is clearly and 
concisely set forth.
